(value weights) of components in the Consumer Price 
Indexes. The data can be used during calendar year 1995 in 
conjunction with the CP] Detailed Report issued monthly 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics.

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Relative Importance of Components 
in the Consumer Price Indexes, 1994 


This bulletin contains data on the relative importance of 
components in the Consumer Price Index for All Urban 
Consumers (CPI-U) and the Consumer Price Index for Urban 
Wage Earners and Clerical Workers (CPI-W) as of the end 
of 1994. These data are to be used in conjunction with the 
CPI-U and CPI-W released in 1994. (For a description of 
these indexes, see the explanation following the tables.) 

Table 1 contains data for the U.S. city average. Tables 2- 
6 contain data for areas—29 metropolitan areas, 4 regions, 
4 population size classes, and 13 cross-classifications of area 
and population size class. Table 7 presents the relative im- 
portance of the individual area all-items indexes in the U.S. 
City average all-items indexes. 

The relative importance of a component is its expendi- 
ture or value weight expressed as a percentage of all items 
within an area. When value weights are collected—most 
recently during the 1982-84 Consumer Expenditure Sur- 
vey—they represent average annual expenditures, and their 
relative importance ratios show approximately how the in- 
dex population distributes expenditures arnong the compo- 
nents. Later, the relative importance ratios show how con- 
sumers would distribute their expenditures if they contin- 
ued to buy the same quantities and qualities of goods and 
services as in the survey period. Consequently, in the period 
sponding relative importance ratios are adjusted solely by 


the different rates of price change among the various items. 
ing a greater than average price increase and decreases for 
those items registering a smaller than average price increase. 
Because consumption patterns are influenced by factors 
other than price change, such as income, variations in cli- 
mate, family size, and availability of new and different kinds 
of goods and services, relative importance ratios cannot be 
used as estimates of current spending patterns or as indica- 
tors of changing consumer expenditures in the intervals be- 
Relative importance ratios of components in the national 
or local area Consumer Price Indexes may be used in the 
const uction of indexes for special combinations of items. 
In such instances, relative importance ratios are used as 
weights to combine relative changes in prices of the selected 
components over specified periods.'

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Brief Explanation of the CPI 


The Consumer Price Index (CPI) is a measure of the 
average change in prices over time in a fixed market basket 
of goods and services. The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
publishes CPI's for two population groups: (1) a CPI for All 
Urban Consumers (CPI-U) which covers approximately 80 
percent of the total population and (2), a CPI for Urban Wage 
Earners and Clerical Workers (CPI-W) which covers 32 per- 
cent of the total population. The CPI-U includes, in addition 
to wage earners and clerical workers, groups such as profes- 
sional, managerial, and technical workers, the self- 
employed, short-term workers, the unemployed, and retirees 
and others not in the labor force. 

The CPI is based on prices of food, clothing, shelter, fuels, 
transportation fares, charges for doctors’ and dentists’ ser- 
vices, medicine, and the other goods that people buy for day- 
to-day living. Prices are collected in 85 urban areas across 
the country from about 57,000 housing units and approxi- 
mately 19,000 retail establishments—department stores, su- 
permarkets, hospitals, gasoline stations and other types of 
stores and servi.es establishments. All taxes directly 
associated with the purchase and use of items are included 
in the index. Prices of food, fuel, and and a few other items 
are obtained every month in all 85 locations. Prices of most 
other commodities and services are collected every month 


in the five largest geographic areas and every other month 
in other areas. Prices of most goods and services are obtained 
by either personal visits or telephone calls from the Bureau's 
trained representatives. Some data, such as used car prices, 
are obtained from secondary sources. 

In calculating the index, price changes for the various 
items in each location are averaged together with weight 
which represent their importance in the spending of the ap- 
propriate population group. Local data are then combined to 
obtain a U.S. city average. Separate indexes are also pub- 
lished by size of city, by region of country, for cross- 
classifications of regions and population-size classes, and 
for 29 local areas. Area indexes do not measure differ- 
ences in the level of prices among cities, they only measure 
the average change in prices for each area since the base 
period. 

The indexes measure price change from a designated ref- 
erence date, usually 1982-84, which equals 100.0. An in- 
crease of 7 percent, for example, is shown as 107.0. This 
change can also be expressed in dollars as follows: the price 
of a base period “market basket” of goods and services in the 
CPI has risen from $100 in 1982-84 to $107.
